Indorsed Notes for $1,250,- 
000 Signed “Andrew 


Carnegie.“

Cleveland, O., Dee. 5.—[Special.}]—C. J. 
Beokwith, the Oberlin banker, confessed to- 
day that he had indorsed for Mrs. Chad- 
wick two notes for $500,000 each and one for 


Carnegie—$1, 250,000 In all. 

The aged bariker has broken down at last. 
Today he made a partial confession to United 
States District Attorney Sullivan. In a few 
days he will make a complete statement, tell- 
ing the whole history. He declares he will 
reveal the names of evelly man in the case. 


Will Show Notes to Carnegie. 

Receiver Lyon of the Oberlin bank started 
tor New York tonight with two of the Car- 
negle notes, and will place them before | 
Andrew Carnegie tomorrow. Mr. Carnegie 
will be asked to pay the notes or disavow his 
signature. In the latter event he will be 
subpoenaed as a witness. 

Secret service men are watching the rooms 
occupied by Mrs. Chadwick in the Holland 
house in New York. It is intimated that im- 
portant arrests will be made tomorrow. 


Dr. ChadwWick’s Name Involved. 

The name of Mrs. Chadwick s husband is 
figuring in the case more prominently. It 
is learned tonight that the Newton claim 
for $190,800 consists of two notes aggregating 
$90,800, signed by Dr. Leroy 8. Chadwick, and 
two notes for $50,000 each, signed by Mrs. 


Chadwick. 
Mystery in Beckwith’s! Bail. 

President C. T. Beckwith was liberated on 
dall this evening under circumstances which 
have caused no little comment. He had re- 
fused to make any effort to secure bonds ahd 
had refused bai] offered by the Bankers’ Be- 
curity company. 42 

At & ocleck in the evening, when United 
States Marshal Chandler had to decide 
whether to put the aged banker in jail over 
night or keep him in his office in charge of a 
deputy, B. G. W. Cowles, A. J. Gilchrist, 
and George A. Collings walked into the office 
with the announcement that they intended to 
sign the bond. Mr. Cowles is the right hand 
man of John D. Rockefeller in Cleveland. 
This may possibly bring a new element into 
the case. William Rockefeller is president of 
the Wade Park bank, in which Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s securities are supposed to be, and in 
which Iri Reynolds, secretary-treasurer of 
that institution, attested she had $5.000,000. 


Confession Reveals the Key. 
The on of Banker Beckwith re- 


veals the key to the whole Chadwick mystery. 


The old man, weeping and excited, made his 
revelation to the United States district attor- 
ney and one or two witnesses, : 

J am either an awful dupe or a terrible 
tool,“ said Mr. Beckwith. ‘1 guess there is 
no doubt about my being a fool. I know I 
have done wrong, and, although crushed to 
the earth myself, I do not propose to be made 
@ scapegoat to shield the sins of others. 
Further concealment of the truth cannot help 
any one. If I thought it could my lips would 
remain sealed as though I had been stricken 
dumb. 

“The truth is that others also must be 
called to the bar to answer for their part in 
this terrible affair, and one of those whose 
answer must be had is Mrs. caus Chad- 
wick.” 


Indorsed the egie Notes.” 
The banker spoke in broken sentences, and 
tears were streaming from his eyes. His 
acquaintance with Mrs. Chadwick began 
three years ago. The attorneys for Herbert 
D Newton, the Brookline (Mass.) banker. 
have stated that their client loaned Mrs 


Chadwick money only after a note signed 


“Andrew Carnegie bad been indorsed by 
the president and cashier of a national bank. 
The men who indorsed the note were Presi- 
dent Beckwith and Cashier Spear of the Citi- 
gens’ National bank, Oberlin, O. 

Relating this matter, Banker Beckwith con- 
tinued his story of the bank’s transactions 
with Mrs. Chadwick as follows 

“Yes, we indorsed the note, In addition 
to one other note for $500,000, but, O God! 
never for the purpose for which they were 
used.” | 

Notes Aggregate $1,250,000. 

Do you mean to say that these are two 
6500, 000 notes in addition to the note for 
$250,000?" was asked Mr. Beckwith. 

“Yes, notes aggregating $1,250,000.” 

“Tp has not been generally understood that 
there were two notes for $500,000,”’ was sug- 
gested. 

“TI know it, I know ft; but the notes exist 
just the same, said Mr. Beckwith. “ One of 
them la in the hands of the receiver and the 
other ought to be in the hands of Mrs. Chad- 
wick. If she has disposed of ft she has done 
something which she swore she would not 
do, so please make it plain that a solemn oath 
was taken thar the notes which bear our in- 
dorsement were never to be used by Mrs. 
Chadwick for the purpose of raising money, 
and she knew it.” 


Hints at Year of Seetare. 

“Mr. Beckwith, to correct any wrong im- 
pression, would it not be wise for you to state 
how Mrs. Chadwick induced you to place 
your signature upon the notes?” 

“My God, I would like to if I thought it 
would make it clear. To tell the story would 
be to tell the tale of torture and transactions 
and transactions and torture covering a 
period of over a year.

When I got 
to New York my heart failed me, for some- 
thing told me that all was not right.

“What could I do? I had always been 
known as a fair and honest man.

Key to the Mystery. 

Banker Beckwith's confession clears up 
statements made earlier in the day, when 
United States District Attorney Sullivan ac- 
knowledged that he had seen one of the notes 
signed with the name Andrew Carnegie.” 
The note for $250,000, it is stated, read as 
follows: | 

“Jan. 7, 1904.—One year after date I 
promise to pay to C. L. Chadwick or order 
$250,000 with interest at 5 per cent. 

ANDREW CARNEGIB.” 


Carnegie’s Emphatic Denial. 

Banker Beckwith’s hope that the signa- 
tures to the Carnegie notes might be 
genuine were dashed by Mr. Carnegie’s em- 
phatic denial, made in New York today. 
when his secretary gave out the following 
statement: 

“Mr. Carnegie wants me to say that he 
does not want to be bothered any more about 
this Chadwick woman. He is quite. angry 
over this persistent use of his name and 
wishes it to cedse at once. Once for all, he 
never knew Mrs. Chadwick or any other 


paper as the reports credit him with. That 
is all.“ 


Has No Notes Outstanding. 


Later Mr. Carnegie was shown a copy 
of a dispatch from Cleveland, in which 
District Attorney Sullivan of that city 
is quoted as saying that he had recently in 
his possession a note for §250,000, signed with 
Mr. Carnegie’s name. 
this statement for Mr. Carnegie: 

“ Mr. Carnegie says that it is years since he 
has given a note of any kind, or has indorsed 
any note. He says that there are no notes 
in his name outstanding at present.” 


Will Pay Wife’s Debts. 

New York, Dec. 5.—Dr. Leroy S. Chadwick, 
the husband of Mrs. Chadwick, has cabled a 
lawyer in New York telling him to call upon 
him for any settlement that may be needed 
for the pressing claims agains: his wife. 


Boston Promises a Sensation. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 5.—The confession of 
President C. T. Beckwith was read over the 
telephone tonight to Edwin T. McKnight of 
the law firm of Eaton, McKnight & Carver. 
who brought the suit for Herbert D. Newton 
against Mrs. Chadwick for the recovery of 
$190,800. Mr. McKnight said:

CLOUD OF SCANDAL 
DIMS FAIR PRIZES 


Charges of Bribery Breed War 
Between National Commis- 
sion and Exposition 
Officials, 


AWARDS ARE ALL HELDUP 


Government Will Not Authorize 
Any Diplomas Until the 
Fraud Allegations Are 

Investigated. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 
Louisiana Purchase exposition closed its 
gates just four days in advance of a long 
delayed scandal. 

Thomas H. Carter, president of the na- 
tional commission at the “world’s fair. 
served notice today on President Francis of 
the exposition company that the name of the 
national commission could not be attached to 
any awards, because of “ adequately sup- 
ported and uninvestigated charges of bribery, 


conduct amounting to fraud.” 
“Grave Charges of Corruption.” 

Most grave and serious charges of cor- 
ruption,” in the language of Senator Carter. 
have been made concerning the awarding 
of prizes. Until these charges have been 
disproved the national commission washes 
ite hands of all cormection with them. 

“They go out merely as the awards of a 
Missouri corporation—the exposition com- 
pany,” said Senator Carter. The govern- 
ment does not sanction them. I realize the

Over 100 such 
affidavits and protests are in the possession 
of the national commission. A majority re- 
late to the awards made in the agricuitural 
building. 

Specific Charge of “Bribery. 

One specific | ‘Mentioned relates 
that a representative of one of the compa- 
nies exhibiting in the agricultural building 
approached the representatives of c wo brew- 
ing corporations and made a proposition to 
obtain awards for them for a specified sum; 
$1,500 was to procure a gold medal and a 
higher sum a grand prize. The representa- 
tive furnished a list of graded prices, accord - 
ing to the award tobe obtained. He was ied 
on until be submitted his proposition in the 
presence of other persons. 

Complain to Commission. 

Then complaint ‘was made to the national 
commissioners and by them the matter was 
laid before the exposition company. An in- 
vestigation was made, but, according to the

An exposure of the matter was threatened 
a week ago, but was withheld until the ex- 


in the shape of two open letters from Senator 
Carter.

Refrain from Signing Aw 

To President Francis, Senator Carter 
wrote: 

“ The commisston cannot permit the use of 
its name or the name of any of its officers 
or members in connection with any diploma. 
certificate, or other evidence of award while 
any part of the proceedings rest under ade- 
quately supported and uninvestigated 
charges of bribery, attempted bribery, cor- 


fraud. 

| hereby notify you to steal from using 
the name of the commission or of any of its 
officers or members in connection with any 
diploma, certificate, or other evidence of 
award for any exhibit.” . 


Asserts Right to Challenge. 

To the United Exhibiters’ association Sen- 
ator Carter goes into the matter more fully. 
In his letter to Maj. Pangborn he quotes from 
the act of congress making an appropriation 
for the exhibition the section which provides 
“that the appointment of all judges and 
examiners for the exposition and the award- 
ing of premiums, if any, shall all be done 
and performed by the exposition company, 
subject, however, to the approval of the na- 
tional commissioners.” 

This quotation is made to prove the au- 
thority of the national commission to chal- 
lenge awards, an authority which the expo- 
sition company has denied. With this estab- 
lished, Senator Carter briefly runs over the 
grounds of conflict and then says: 

„Most grave and serious charges of corruption 
in connection with the awarding of certain premi- 
ums have been filed with the commission in the 
form of affidavits and otherwise. In view of such 
charges and the failure of the company to observe 
the law in the appointment and submission of the 
jurors for approval by the commission, the right 
of this body to imvestigate adequately supported 
charges of fraud, bribery, or misconduct amount- 
ing to fraud on the part of persons making or in- 
fluencing awards is maintained by the commis- 
sion to be a duty precedent to the act approving } 
awards resting under the burden of any such 
charges; with this view the company takes issue 


to the commission for approval. 

The awards resting under charges of a serious 
character are fortunately not numerous, but, re- 
gardiess of their number, the commission has re- 
fused and will continue to refuse to approve them 
until the charges shall have deen fully investi- 
gated and cleared up. 

“as to the great volume of the awards, the 
commission is and has been prepared to act 
promptiy, but up to the present time the company 
has not presented to the commission any awards 
for approval.

made. Not a single charge of fraud or cor- 
ruption has been made to the committee of 
five. Every protest or appeal that has been

Over 32,000 awards have been made. No- 
tice of dissatisfaction has been filed in not 
to exceed 1,000 instances, and many of these 
have not been followed within the seven day 
limit bed by the rules by a statement 
in writing giving the reasons for such dis- 

satisfaction. 

“If any serious charge of fraud or corrup- 
tion can be made, it is not too late for it to be 
. submitted to the committee of five. The 
committee ie still in session.” — 


Friction of Long Standing. 
Between the national commission and the 
exposition company headed by Francis there 
has been constant friction. So long as the 
fair owed money to the government and 
was required to pay it back in monthly in- 
stallments the government was supreme and 
virtually controlled the exposition. 

President Francis bided his time until] the 
fair was cleared of this debt and then the 
national commission was saueiched. Sensa- 
tor Carter and his commissioners were de- 
nied any authority and the relations between 
the two bodies became more than unpieasant. 

Under the surface of things at the fair there 
have been charges of even greater serious- 
ness than those alleged In the affidavits 
possessed by the national commission. As 
these accumulated, and as trouble over the 
awards began to grow, the ‘complainants 
sought out the national commission as the 
natural enemy of the exposition, arguing 
that a state of affairs had been created by 
which they could get a hearing from the 
commissioners if not from 
company. 


Say Awards Had to Be Bought. 

A tempest arose in the agricultural builld- 
ing. A flood of protests against the awards. 
then in the process of being made, poured 
in on the national commissioners; Exhib- | 
iters alleged that the only requirement for 
a grand prize, tne highest award. was money. 
The national commission secured sworn 
statements from many of the complainarits. 
Protests against awards were not unexpect- 
ed but the sworn statements went further.

Investigation Is Demanded. 
When these charges had been made in the 
form of affidavits the national commission 


went to the exposition company and de- 


manded an investigation. For several weeks 
the matter was the subject of conferences, 
out ‘of which the national commissioners 
emerged more ruffied than satisfied. 

Meanwhile the exposition company had 
sent out notices to the exhibiters ordering 
them not to display their awards. Those to 
whom small and unsatisfactory prizes had 
been given were careful to obey the injunc- 
tion. The recipients of grand prises and 
“gold medals’ were not. The exhibitions 
soon were sprinkled with announcements of 
awards. 

Senator Carter was tempted to loosen a 
note of discord to jar the harmony of Fran- 
cis day last Thursday, when the City of 
Ivory died, but he restrained himself and 
the national commission allowed the expo- 
sition to come to an end without any but 
underground rumblings. 

Many Officials Accused. 

In charging bribery the exhibiters have 
been recklessly generous in their use of the 
names of the officials of the fair. The na- 
tional commissioners, failing to secure an 
investigation, consider their duty done when 
they wash their hands of the awards and 
announce that they will not stand for them.

Why 
should immense sums be sunk in the colonies? 
Why should these and other policies that 
together form the so-called ‘ world policy’ 
be carried forward on an enlarged scale when

Navy Extension Imperative. 

The purpose of the German navy extension, 
Chancellor von Bülow declared, was purely 
defensive and made imperative by existing 
conditions. 

„ cannot conceive,” he continued, that 
the thought of an Anglo-German war is 


seriously entertained by the reasonable peo- 


ple of both countries.“ 

He denied that Germany was spending 
relatively more than other great nations. 
“A country that spends $ 
for spirituous liquors,” hes “can spend 
$300,000,000 as an insurance premium for 
national safety.“ 


3 Uprisings in Africa. 

Turning to Southwest Africa, chancellor 
von Bülow said the Hereros’ power of re- 
sistance had been broken. The uprising of 
the Witbois and other southern tribes was 
a new and severe blow, but the chancellor 
expressed confidence that Gen. von Trotha 
would do there whatever may be necessary 
in order to prevent further uprisings against 
German rule. 


The emperor, he added, had approved the 


plan of ruling German Southwest Africa 
through a civil governor.

Novel Rule of Conduct Set Forth Before 
the Sunrise Club in New York Is In- 
dorsed by Emma Goldman—James F. 
Morton, a Harvard Master of Arts 


New Dispeneation. 


New York, Dec. I Before the 
Sunrise club, an organization of persons who 
think differently from other persons, James 
F. Morton spoke on “ The Morality of the 
Immoral tonight. 

The Sunrise club is composed of philosoph- 
ical anarchists, socialists, free thinkers, sin- 
Isle taxers, vegetarians, and others at outs 
with the existing order of things. 

Morton, who is a Harvard master of arts 
and a grandson of that Smith who wrote 
“My Country, Tis of Thee,” is an individu- 
alist philosephical anarchist just from the 
home colony of the anarchist ent 
near Seattle, Wash. 


0 Live as They Please. 


The home colonists live as they please in 
all things, including the relations of the 
sexes. Free love is part of their system. 
This and similar tenets of the home colony 
furnished the best text. Emma Goldman, 
who was present, indorsed Morton's views or 
He said: 

„On one extreme of humanity are people 
who think in ruts and who think human be- 
ings who do not w@lk in the ruts which 
humanity has labe proper, are beyond 
hope. The other ex e are those who work 
their own will and let the strongest win. 
Between them are the. individualists, those 
who believe that the world is a place to be 
joyful in, and that free self-expression is a 
fundamental law of every human being. 


Defy Moral Standards. 


We are of that class, those who are called 
immoral, because we won't have rammed 
down our throats what the world has called 
morality. We are not dangerous except as 
every man who thinks is dangerous. The 
world is. beholding the awakening of the 
oe of a man to live his own life and think 

s own thoughts. 

People who defy the conventional stand- 
ards of morality in, let us say, sex problems 
are getting recognition which would have 
been impossible in other times. We who 
live in defiance of the marriage system and 
the system of conventional morality founded 
thereon know that the new conceptions rela- 
tive to morality are as well fitted to safe- 
guard the future of society as are the old 
standards which draw a sharp line between 
right and wrong.”’ 

Immoral People Moralists. 

Mr. Morton went on to show how the system 
of individualism, in deflance of conventional 
morality, squares with the law of evolution. 

“In organic growth there is uniformity in 
‘death. Spontaneity of expression is the var- 
iation of life. The great general moral prin- 
ciple is progress through variation. What- 
ever influence tends to strengthen individ- 
uality is in accord with morality. Truly im-

ple, so-called, are the immoral ones.

„The individual whose soul is wrapped in 
cotton batting and kept in a glass case, as 
are most children, especially young giris, is 
a puppet, incapable of true morality.

If the conserva- 
tive institutions can stand the test, well and 
good. But if the monogamistic

Want a Sea Level Canal: 


rectly only $130.000,000 for the construction 
of the canal, it is well understood that it will 
require a good deal more even if the sea 
level plan is not adopted. If it were merely 
a question of money, the disposition in con- 
gress would be to order a sea level canal at 
once. If the engineers report in favor of 
such a canal congress will adopt it without 
hesitation. Members of both houses are 
willing to walt a reasonable number of years 
for such an extension of the original plan 
of the canal, but they do not like to think 
of waiting twenty years for a sea level ditch, 
whereas a satisfactory ship canal with locks 
pases could be constructed in half that 
me. 

There is an understanding now that the 
line can be laid out on the general plan adopt- 
ed by the French company and that the work 
can progress for two or three years on the 
theory that a locked canal is to be construct- 
ed. At the end of that time, it is said, the 
engineers would be able to determine the 
magnitude of the work and the seriousness 
of the problems to be solved. It would not 
be too late then, and, in fact, it is said that 
it would be the best time to begin work on 
a sea level basis if that should seem feasible. 


Will Abrogate Railroad Contract. 


As preliminary to actual work on the canal 
the commission has recommended and the 
president has decided that the old contract 
between the Panama rallroad and the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship company should be 
canceled. Under that contract the Pacific 
Mail company was given a monopoly of the 
steamship carrying trade in connection with 
the railroad and practically it controlled 
the business at each end. This steamship 
business will be thrown open to general com- 
petition, and the Panama railroad will be 
adopted as a government line, largely de- 
voted to the construction of the canal, but

Preliminary Work Mapped Out. 

It may take the commission a year or longer 
actual work on the canal. In the meantime, 
can be done, Some of the mistakes of the

Acting as his own detective, after the police

JAMES NOBLE TYNER IS DEAD. 


Close of Career of Former Postoffice Offi- 
cial, Recently Acquitted of Charge 
of Conspiracy. 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 5.—James Noble 
Tyner of Indiana, once postmaster general 
and av various times secretary of the Indiana 
senate, representative in congress, first and 
second assistant postmaster and as 
sistant attorney general for the postoffice de- 
riment, died of paralysis at his home in 
hie city today. He wae T8 years old. 
Mr. Tyner was etricken with paralyele in 
July, 1002, and was never after that able to 
actively discharge his official. duties, His 
condition became more serious about the be- 


ginning of last month, and since Nov, 10 he 


had been unable to leave his bed. 
Mr. Tyner was born in Brookville, Ind,, 
Jan, 17, 1826. He had been identified with 
the portal service most of the time since 
March, 18M, when he was appointed special 
agent in the postoffice department. 

The sensational climax to Mr. Tyner's offi- 
etal career occurred in April, 1903, when he 
was summarily removed by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne, following the taking by Mrs. 
Tyner and Mrs. Barrett of papers from the 
safe in the office of the assistant. attorney 
general, of which Mr. Tyner was then the 
head. Later Mr. Tyner was indicted with his 
neplew, Harrison J. Barrett, on a charge of 
conepiracy in connection with the use of the 
mails by certain alleged “get rich quick” 
concerns. Both were ee: on this 
charge. 


GEORGE E. P. DODGE SUCCUMBS. 


Retired Shoe Manufacturer,. Formerly 
Leader in Industry, Dies at tgnke 
Age of 64. ve 


George E. P. Dodge, a retired shoe manu- 
facturer of Chicago, and long one of the lead- 
ing men in the industry in the west, died 
last night at his residence, 1703 Indiana ave- 
nue, aged 64 years. He had beén ill two 
weeks; but Dr. George 8. Shears said his 
death was due to diabetes, from which he 
had suffered during thirteen years. 

Mr. Dodge was born in Bennington, N. H., 
and came to Chicago in 1864, with Erskine 
M. Phelps, establishing the boot and shoe 
manufacturing’ firm of Phelps, Dodge & 
Palmer. The establishment for years was 
known as one of the big four weste 
concerns, and was located at Adams street 
and Fifth avenue. Four years ago the firm 
sold its business to the Edward Stanhope 
Shoe company, its members retiring. 

Mr. Dodge was unmarried and resided with 
Mr. Phelps. He was a trustee of the Central 
church, of which Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus is 
pastor, and also was a trustee of the Hahne- 
mann hospital. He was a member of the 
Chicago, Washington Park, and other clubs. 

Funeral arrangements have not yet been 
made. The burial probably will be in Lan-

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BORGE prince of Wales enjoys the 
distinction of being the first scion of 
royalty to ineure his possessions 
against burglary, and has taken out 
policies for à large amount. which 

have been divided up among several English 
and a couple of American burglary insur- 
ance companies. It is said that he depretates 
the idea of this action on his part being made 
known in the united kingdom, on the ground, 
possibly, that it constitutes a reflection on 
the honesty of, at any rate, some of his fy- 
ture subjects. But 1 suppose that there is 
no objection to the matter being made pub- 
Ue here. 

There will be many who will feel surprised 
that a prince of such importance as the heir 
to the throne of the vast British empire 
should have considered it necessary to in- 
sure his treasures inst burglars, since one 
would naturally imagine that if there are anv 


| pedple whose homes and possessions would 


be well protected it would be persons of the 
rank of the prince of Wales, whose resi- 
dences are guarded not merely by uniformed 
police and by the cleverest detectives of 
Scotland yard but also by cordons of mili- 
tary sentinels. 

Yet experience has shown in the past that. 
royal palaces are just as much liable to be 
visited by burglars as are the houses of less 
exalted individuals. and the Brussels palace 
of the count of Flanders, only brother of 
King Leopold, was burglarized twice within 
a period of twelve months, the robbers on the 
first occasion carrying off most of the jewels 
of the countess of Flanders, while the second 
time they looted a quantity of the silver. 
The property was never recovered, and no 
clew was obtained to the robbers, who man- 
aged to get away with the plunder without 
being seen by the sentinel on duty nor vet 
by the police. 

Some of the Dutch crown jewels and plate: 
likewise were stolen from The Hague a num- 
ber of years ago and subsequently recovered 
in this country. And there are many other 
instances that could de cited of big thefts 
and bona fide burglaries which have been 
perpetrated at the expénse of European sov- 
ereigns and princes of the blood.
